eleven pounds heavier than when 
leaving Sedalia. 
A s a large number of my friends 
are not able to read my weekly cor­ 
respondence of from one to three 
columns in the Journal, I will write 
a short account of my trip and ex­ 
perience in the wild and woolly 
west.

O w ir g to 
the lack of room I 
will not be able to say much about 
this fast grow ing industry. Suffice 
it that it is a very interesting place 
to visit, and although a new place 
of only 1,500 population, is rapidly 
growing. 
Here 1 found Harry 
Farr and his brother, formerly of 
Green Ridge, conducting the Sac­ 
charine Gazette. 
From here 1 went to Peublo, 
C ol., which I found to be a very 
good business town, growing in 
size rapidly, but its only drawback 
is its poor water and awful heat. 
In appearance it reminds a great 
deal of Kansas C ity, Mo. 
Here I 
met Kemp, Bert and W ill Orrison, 
all doing well in the grocery busi­ 
ness; 
the two Cobbs 
and 
Ed 
Cundiff. 
A fter a w eek’s sojourn at Colo­ 
rado 
Springs, Colorado C ity and 
Manitou, I moved on to Denver, 
In Colorado Springs I found it to 
certainly be cheaper to move than 
to pay rent. 
Colorado Springs is 
a beautiful place, but no place for 
the working man, as everything is 
very expensive. 
There are mostly 
rich people living there.

strictly a temperance town ; there 
is not a single saloon there, but on 
going over to Colorado C ity one 
can find all he wants.

place I met Chris Hye, formerly of 
Sedalia, who is now bookkeeper 
for the Schlitz beer agency, and is 
looking and doing well.

James Madison, one of the 
pioneer ministers of Missouri, con­ 
ducted the opening of the thirc 
day’s session of the Missouri con­ 
ference of the African Methodist 
Episcopal church 
this 
morning 
In his opening prayer he askec 
God to guide the members of the 
conference during the day and di 
rect them so that much good would 
be accomplished for the cause and 
race. 
R ev. T . 
L. W atson 
con 
ducted the ritual exercises. 
Bishop C. T . Shaffer, in call 
ing the conference to order, out­ 
lined the business of the day anc 
wanted that 
the ministers give 
their time and attention strictly to 
it, and devote 
their time to the 
things that would lift up the negro 
and make him a better man. 
He 
said that the colored preacher of 
today had more to do than 
the 
minister of any other race, because 
he not only had to teach the people 
how to get to heaven when they 
die, but how to live down here as 
well. 
Secretary Vaughn read the jour­ 
nal, and upon a motion to approve 
it, Dr. H. T . Johnson obtained the 
floor and began to make fur fly, so 
o speak. He spoke of some preach­ 
ers who failed to rely upon their 
own ability, and instead of preach­ 
ing sermons as 
they understood 
them and according to their ability, 
borrowed thunder from other di­ 
vines. 
He declared that a sermon 
which he had listened to was not 
the product of the preacher, but 
was borrowed. 
He 
handled 
the 
jreacher 
without 
gloves, 
until 
called to order by the R ev. Dr. W. 
B. W hite, and many others wanted 
a chance 
to 
reply, but 
Bishop 
Shaffer ruled the discussion out of 
order, as the motion was on the 
adoption of the minutes. 
“ Is it now time to take up the 
report of the committee on mis­ 
sions?” asked the R ev. Dr. D. P. 
Roberts. 
“ It is, ” replied Bishop Shaffer. 
“ Then I move that the report fce 
adopted. ” 
This motion was sec­ 
onded by many, and Dr. Roberts 
obtained the floor and said that the 
report was good as far as it went, 
but did not go far enough. 
“ The 
report has failed to give us the in­ 
spiration which we should have, ” 
he said, ” and the recommendations. 
W e want more light. ” * 
The R ev. J. C . C , Owens ques­ 
tioned whether or not the church 
really owned $60, 000 worth 
of 
property in South A frica, and he 
was followed by Prof. W . T . V er­ 
non, president of the Western col- 
Icge, who wanted to ask Secretary 
Parks some pointed questions about 
the missionary work, and made an 
eloquent speech. 
R ev. J. C . Caldwell, the young­ 
est preacher in the conference and 
one of the most brilliant, was next 
accorded the floor. 
” W e have 
had some good talkers here this 
morning, ” he said, “ but talk wilL 
not do the work. 
I have noticed 
the amount of money that has been 
paid in here for missions^— it is not 
enough to suppoit a missionary at 
home six months. If we will bring 
up more money and do less talk, 
we will be able to do more mis­ 
sionary work, and by doing more 
missionary work men will be able 
to make big speeches. ” 
“ It takes truth and honesty to 
run our church, ” declared Dr. W . 
D. 
Chappelle, “ and the 
advice 
given here yesterday by Bishop 
Shaffer should be given to all our 
preachers by the bishops, and men 
should be taught how to pray if 
they don’t know. 
I am going to 
take my pen and make men do right 
if they don’ t know, and I "will be 
doing my duty.
